Police issue 
194 tickets in 
seatbelt blitz 

law During a province¬ 
wide seatbelt enforcement 
blitz last Wednesday and 
Thursday, Edmonton 
police handed out 194 
tickets. 

Of those, 167 were for 
adults not wearing a seat- 
belt. 

Eight of last year’s 17 fa¬ 
tal collisions — and two of 
the four so far this year — 
involved people not wear¬ 
ing their proper passenger 
restraints. 

“It’s astounding that 
with all we know about 
vehicle safety, some peo¬ 
ple still choose not to 
wear a seatbelt,” said EPS

Nightclub shootout 

Police on the hunt after four rushed to hospital

Police are on the hunt for 
one shooter — or possibly 
more — after four people 
were rushed from a crowd¬ 
ed west-end bar to hospi¬ 
tal with gunshot wounds 
early Sunday morning. 

A spray of bullets were 
fired through a window out¬ 
side the nightclub, striking 
club-goers inside the Gingur 
Sky Lounge near 156 Street 
and 118 Avenue sometime 


before 2 a.m., police said. 

“(A) female suffered three 
gunshot wounds, one into 
her leg and two into her 
back,” said Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Staff Sgt. Robin Plomp. 

Plomp says a man who 
was shot three times in his 
lower back, buttocks and 
leg is suffering from serious 
but non-life-threatening in¬ 
juries. The two other vic¬ 
tims are in hospital with 
non-life-threatening in¬ 
juries — one was shot in the 
foot while the other was 
grazed by a bullet to the

neck, police said. 

The city’s public safety 
compliance team temporar¬ 
ily closed down the bar in 
2008 after two violent inci¬ 


dents in one week. 

Acting Sgt. Nicole 
Chapdelaine, an assistant 
coordinator with the city’s 
public safety compliance 
team, says the recent shoot¬ 
ing will result in another 
“process” that could see the 
bar close down. 

“We need to get all of our 
facts and all of the informa¬ 
tion put together in order to 
put forward our best case,” 
said Chapdelaine. 

“We want to make sure 
we are doing a completely 
thorough investigation.”

Kim says the 

fermentation doubles the 
antioxidants in the herbal 
root and gets rid of the infa¬ 
mous, yet pungent smell. 

But it doesn’t come 
cheap, says Kim. Black gar¬ 
lic retails for roughly $5 an 
ounce or $76 per pound.

Local cyclist 
Whitten takes 
gold at world 
championship 
in Denmark 

sports Tara Whitten saved 
her best performance for 
last yesterday, earning her 
a gold medal at the track 
cycling world 
championships in 
Ballerup, Denmark. 

Whitten, an Edmonton 
native, secured her second 
gold medal by winning 
the women’s point race fi¬ 
nal on the last day of the 
event. 

The 30-year-old also 
won the omnium event on 
Saturday, and said she was 
surprised to get a second 
gold. 

“I didn’t think I had 
anything left after 
winning the women’s om¬ 
nium yesterday, so I’m 
thrilled,” she said. 

Whitten earned 36 
points to beat second- 
place Lauren Ellis of New 
Zealand by three points. 
Tatsiana Sharalcova from 
Belarus took the bronze. 

A former cross-country 
skier, Whitten only began 
cycling in 2008. 

She found immediate 
success in her new sport 
winning the points race 
and individual pursuit at 
the Canadian National 
Track Championships that 
year. 

She also took the 
bronze medal in the 
scratch race and 500 me¬ 
tre time trial events. 

The men’s and women’s 
omnium will debut at the 
2012 Olympics in London, 
England. 

Whitten was ninth in 
the women’s pursuit on 
Wednesday.

Now that the Olympics are 
over, Jeff Pain is travelling 
across Canada on a differ¬ 
ent course.

In the self-published 
book, the Pains, married 
for 13 years today, speak 
about the ups and downs of 
their relationship, hoping 
to inspire others to make 
things work. 

“We really would like to 
impact as many relation¬ 
ships as possible,” said Aly, 
who had the idea for writ¬ 
ing the book. 

“It became very apparent 
to me that we had obvious¬ 
ly done something right to 
make it through everything 
that we’ve been through 
and still be married and 
speaking.” 

When it comes to the 
struggles within marriage, 
the couple knows what 
they’re talking about. Aly 
proposed divorce three 
times. “I didn’t know how

Canada to pay $100M to join 
global Haiti recovery club 


recovery Canada is prepar¬ 
ing to pay $100 million to 
join an exclusive new in¬ 
ternational club that 
would guide the rebuilding 
of earthquake-ravaged 
Haiti, The Canadian Press 
has learned. 

That’s the price tag for a 
seat on the proposed Inter¬ 
im Haitian Recovery Com¬ 
mission, which is expected 
to be one of the key an¬ 
nouncements to be made 
this week at the New York 
international donors’ con¬ 


ference on Haiti. 

“Canada has been a ma¬ 
jor partner and a major 
donor to Haiti in the past 
years, so we will be there,” 
said a senior government 
official. 

“Not sure of the struc¬ 
ture, but Canada will play 
a major role.” 

The new commission 
will be made up represen¬ 
tatives from more than a 
dozen donor countries, the 
Haitian government, the 
Organization of American 


States, the 15-country 
Caribbean bloc known as 
CARICOM, NGOs and inter¬ 
national institutions. 

Its creation is one of two 
major announcements ex¬ 
pected from Wednesday’s 
Haiti summit in New York, 
senior World Bank officials 
said. 

The other is the creation 
of a trust fund for Haiti’s 
long-term reconstruction 
that would operate in con¬ 
cert with the commission.

Immigration Minister Ja¬ 
son Kenney is expected to 
table new legislation as 
early as this week, or at the 
latest, by the end of April. 

“To remove the years of 
uncertainty often faced by 
refugees in genuine need, 
while closing off avenues 
for those simply seeking a 
back door into the country,

Feds not sending aid to 
poorest nations, NGO claims 


trade A non-governmental 
aid group is concerned the 
federal government has 
shifted its international de¬ 
velopment policy to favour 
potential trading partners 
instead of those most that 
are the poorest. 

James Haga, national ad¬ 
vocacy director for Engi¬ 
neers Without Borders, 
said the new policy doesn’t 
line up with the law and 
that the Canada Interna¬ 
tional Development 
Agency seems to be ignor¬ 
ing its legislated mandate 
to use development dol¬ 
lars first and foremost to 
reduce poverty. 

The Official Develop¬ 


ment Assistance Accounta¬ 
bility Act states that all 
Canadian development as¬ 
sistance abroad must be 
provided with a central fo¬ 
cus on poverty reduction. 

“The shift doesn’t add up 
with the legislation,” Haga 
said in an interview. 

However, the law does 
not stipulate where the as¬ 
sistance must be used to 
reduce poverty. 

According to Harish 
Raisinghani, president of 
the engineer group’s Van¬ 
couver chapter, the change 
in focus has more to do 
with trade and economics 
than development aid.

Weeping, angry relatives 
of 46 crew members miss¬ 
ing after a mysterious ex¬ 
plosion sank a South Kore¬ 
an navy ship sailed around 
the site yesterday while 
others criticized the 
government for lack of re¬ 
sults as rescue teams strug¬ 
gled to search for 
survivors. 

No one has been found 
since an initial rescue of 58 
sailors from the 1,200-ton 
Cheonan that sank early 
Saturday near the tense bor¬ 
der with North Korea. No 
bodies have been discovered 
either. Still, President Lee 
Myung-balc refused to give 
up hope. 

The ship had been on a 
routine patrol with other 
vessels in the Yellow Sea off 


South Korea’s western coast. 
The exact cause of the explo¬ 
sion — one of South Korea’s 
worst naval disasters — re¬ 
mained unclear and officials 
said it could take weeks to 
determine. Fierce waves and 
high winds have hampered 
the search in an area where 
the two Koreas have fought 
three bloody naval engage¬ 
ments since 1999. Despite 
the location of the sinking, 
North Korea did not appear 
to be involved. 

“We have detected ‘no 
special movements’ by 
North Korean forces; howev¬ 
er, we, as a command, con¬ 
tinue to monitor the situa¬ 
tion and remain prepared 
for any contingency,” Gen. 
Walter Sharp, chief of the 
28,500 U.S. troops in South 


Korea, said in a statement 
yesterday. At a naval base 
where other family mem¬ 
bers awaited news, wails of 
worry and anguish turned 
into shouts and screams 
from relatives demanding 
answers and results as De¬ 
fence Minister Kim Tae- 
young visited to console

Swiss casino hit 
by brazen heist 

Switzerland An armed 
gang of masked men raided 
a casino packed with about 
600 guests yesterday and 
made off with hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, 
according to Swiss prosecu¬ 
tors. 

In a statement, prosecu¬ 
tors in Basel described a 
scene like an action-film 
heist: About 10 men 
dressed in black arrived in 
two cars at the Grand Casi¬ 
no near Basel shortly after 
4 a.m. 

One smashed the front 
door with a sledgehammer, 
and the others ran inside 
with machine-guns and pis¬ 
tols, the statement said. 

Speaking French, a group 
of men ordered the guests 
and employees to the floor, 
while their accomplices 
emptied registers in the 
basement and an upper 
floor, it said.

How much pot is enough? 


Police in a northern 
California town thought 
they had a strong case 
when they seized more 
than 900 grams of marijua¬ 
na from a home, even 
though the residents had 
authorization to use pot 
for medical purposes. 

San Francisco police also 
believed they had an open- 
and-shut case with a father 
and son team they suspect¬ 
ed of abusing the state’s 
medical marijuana law by 
allegedly operating an ille¬ 
gal trafficking operation. 

But both cases were 
tossed out along with 
many other marijuana pos¬ 
session cases in recent 
weeks because of a Califor¬ 
nia Supreme Court ruling 
that has police, prosecu¬ 
tors and defence attorneys 
scrambling to make sense 


of a grey legal area: What 
is the maximum amount 
of cannabis a medical mar¬ 
ijuana patient can possess? 

No one can say many dis¬ 
missals and acquittals have 
been prompted by the 
ruling, but the numbers 
are stacking up 
since the state 
Supreme Court on 
Jan. 21 tossed out 
Patrick Kelly’s mar¬ 
ijuana possession 
conviction. 

The high court' / 
struck down a 7-year- 
old state law that im¬ 
posed an 227-gram limit 
on the amount of pot med¬ 
ical users of marijuana 
could possess. The court 
said patients are entitled to 
a “reasonable” amount of 
the drug to treat their ail¬ 
ments. 


Law enforcement offi¬ 
cials say the ruling has 
made the murky legal 
landscape of marijuana 
policy in California even 
more challenging to en- 
. force. 

Since California 
f voters legalized 
r medical marijuana 
'in 1996, there has 
" been tension 
between local 
law enforce¬ 
ment officials 
and federal authorities, 
^who view marijuana 
as absolutely illegal. 

That tension is expected 
to become even more pro¬ 
nounced if state voters ap¬ 
prove a November ballot 
measure legalizing posses¬ 
sion of small amounts of 
marijuana.

Explosions could be signs of things to come 


blast Several bombs ex¬ 
ploded yesterday near a 
house linked to Sheik Mur- 
dhi Muhammad al-Maha- 
lawi, a Sunni who ran in 
this month’s parliamentaiy 
elections in Iraq, killing 
five people and wounding 
26 others, a police official 
said. 

The attack adds to fears 


of postelection violence as 
the bitter election rivals en¬ 
ter what are expected to be 
drawn out talks on forming 
the next government that 
will rule Iraq as U.S. troops 
leave. 

Sunday’s blasts took 
place in the town of Qaim, 
about 320 kilometres west 
of Baghdad, the police offi¬ 


cial said. 

The first bomb, planted 
at a house that the official 
said belongs to al-Maha- 
lawi, went off at 7 a.m.. As 
onlookers gathered, four 
more bombs hidden in 
trash littered around the 
site detonated, causing the 
casualties.

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ETS still has work to do for NAIT 



t may just be the begin¬ 
ning of spring, but I 
suspect it’s already 
feeling like summer 
for some Edmonton 
Transit officials. 

Last week, nearly 80 per 
cent of Grant MacEwan 
students voted in favour of 


staying onboard ETS’ Uni¬ 
versal Transit Pass (U-Pass) 
program for at least anoth¬ 
er three years. The cherry 
on the cake came a few 
days later, though, when 
the NAIT Student Associa¬ 
tion (NAITSA) announced 
that — as a result of a ref¬ 
erendum — it would also 
be jumping on the U-Pass 
bandwagon for the first 
time. 

Hold the floats and fire¬ 
works, though, because 
I’m going to rain on ETS’ 
parade for just a second 
and point out that the an¬ 
nouncement from NAITSA 


almost didn’t happen. 

For the referendum at 
NAIT to pass, a 66.7 per 
cent “Yes” majority was 
needed. It was a squeaker 
in every sense of the term: 
A little more than 2,000 
NAIT students cast ballots 
on the issue, with 68 per 
cent voting in favour of the 
U-Pass program. 

A victory is a victory, yes; 
however, having passed by 
just a 1.3 per cent margin, 
the vote at NAIT speaks 
very strongly to the fact 
that ETS still has some 
work to do. 

During an interview 


with outgoing NAIT Stu¬ 
dent Association president 
Geoffrey Tate earlier this 
month, Tate noted that 
transit service to all of 
NAIT campuses isn’t exact¬ 
ly phenomenal. A ratifica¬ 
tion of the referendum, he 
went on to say, should 
therefore be viewed more 
as “a gesture of good faith 
towards ETS” than any¬ 
thing else. 

It’s easy to see what Tate 
means: At present, NAIT is 
without a real transit sta¬ 
tion. Furthermore, outside 
of peak hours, ETS service 
to NAIT’s various campus¬ 


es is nothing short of 
abysmal. For such a large 
and important institution 
— one with thousands of 
staff and tens of thou¬ 
sands of students coming 
and going at all hours of 
the day — these are things 
that need to change and 
soon. 

Having NAIT join the U- 
Pass program this year is, 
without doubt, great news. 
The program dramatically 
reduces the cost of taking 
transit for those NAIT stu¬ 
dents who already do, and 
encourages those who 
don’t take transit to try it 


out. Lack of parking space 
is a major issue at NAIT, 
and, while it will not solve 
this problem, the U-Pass 
will certainly help. 

If ETS officials want to 
see the U-Pass continue at 
NAIT beyond 2012, 
though, they have a lot of 
work ahead of them. In¬ 
creasing off-peak service 
and finally giving NAIT its 
own transit station would 
be just a few steps in the 
right direction.

Following Canada’s 
tremendous, inspiring suc¬ 
cess at the recent winter 
Olympic games in Vancou¬ 
ver, one of the most popu¬ 
lar Canadian Olympians of 
the past 20 years is 
looking to a greener 
future. 

Josee Chouinard — 
three-time Canadian cham¬ 
pion figure skater, and 
Olympic athlete in 1992 
and ’94 — is spearheading 
a contest to find Canada’s 
greenest school. 

“My children started 
school this year — I’ve got 
five-year-old twins,” 

Chouinard told Metro re¬ 
cently. 

“As a mom, it’s very, very 
hard to send not only my 
first child to school, but 
my last child as well! I felt 
really, really guilty that 
they had to take the bus.” 

But school buses, it turns 
out, are a much greener 
option than taking kids to 
school in private cars. IC 
Bus, the largest integrated 
manufacturer of school 
buses in North America, 
launched the Canada’s 
Greenest School contest 
last month. 

One of their new hybrid 
buses — a $200,000 value 
— is the top prize. 

“I think it is a great 
thing to encourage the 
young generation,” the 42- 
year-old Montreal-born 
Chouinard says. “By hav¬ 
ing students doing submis¬ 
sions and entering the con¬ 
test, and showing how 
their schools are commit¬ 
ted to going green, it 
teaches each student the 


value of green living. They 
can also show their dedica¬ 
tion to green transporta¬ 
tion and how it can em¬ 
body the spirit of a greener 
planet.” 

Students are encouraged 
to make eco-friendly sug¬ 
gestions for making their 
schools greener. 

The winner gets $3,000 
toward their future educa¬ 
tion. 


The winner’s classroom 
gets free school supplies 
for a year and — of course 
— there’s a brand new 
green bus for the winning 
school. 

“This week, for example, 
is a school week of lunch 
with no garbage,” says 
Chouinard. “It’s good to 
get the message to the 
kids, and change your 
lifestyle through your kids. 


This is a perfect fit for me, 
and because Vancouver 
had the goal to be the 
greenest Olympics ever, 
everything ties in.” 

It’s now 16 years since 
Josee Chouinard graced 
Olympic ice. She is both 
surprised and delighted at 
how many people remem¬ 
ber her Olympic career. 

“Let’s face it, it has been 
a while,” she smiles. “But 
being involved in charity 
and good causes keeps me 
close to the people. 
There’s so many ideas we 
can get from the creativity 
of the students in this con¬ 
test. As adults, we can 
learn from them, and en¬ 
courage them to be even 
more creative.”

Stage set for ugly 
real estate battle

oil, gas and coal research, 
$2.6 million may seem 
small — but it’s a start. 

Earlier this month the 
Alberta Energy Research 
Institute (AERI), which re¬ 
cently became part of the 
new provincial research 
agency Alberta Innovates, 
approved a $2.6 million 
grant for a project that 
aims to produce geother¬ 
mal power from hot water 
within mature oil wells. 

The project is being led 
by environmental-technol¬ 
ogy supplier Free Energy 
International of Vancouver 
and Calgary-based engi¬ 
neering outfit Borealis 
GeoPower, which was

founded in 2007 by former 
Shell Canada engineer 
Daniel Yang. Their aim is 
to build a power plant at 
an unnamed but fairly ma¬ 
ture oil-and-gas production 
site in Swan Hills, Alberta. 

Oil wells have been ac¬ 
tive in the region for two 
decades, and the oil that 
comes out of them is 


known to be mixed with 
high levels of water. But 
here’s the thing: That wa¬ 
ter is 75 degrees C or high¬ 
er when it comes to the 
surface, and once separat¬ 
ed from the oil it’s usually 
pumped back down into 
the well. 

Free Energy and Borealis 
plan to extract the heat 
from that water and use it 
to generate electricity, 
which can be used on site 
to reduce the need for Al¬ 
berta’s coal-dominant grid 
power or diesel generators 
or natural gas-fired equip¬ 
ment. 

The companies figure 
that on this project they’ll 
be able to tap “multiple 
megawatts.”

Diamonds in the rough 



Cutting diamonds can actually be dirty work, says Jeannine Pilon.

f you make a mistake at 
work, your boss will 
probably be veiy an¬ 
noyed with you. If Jean- 
nine Pilon makes an er¬ 
ror, it’s instantly worth 
thousands of dollars. 

Pilon, now 38, was born 


in Sudbury, Ont., and start¬ 
ed her professional life do¬ 
ing hospice work — caring 
for people who were dying. 

Then she moved up to 
Yellowknife with her then- 
husband, had a baby and 
decided she wanted to do 
something a more positive 
and creative. 

She heard about a dia¬ 
mond-cutting course when 
she attended a trade show. 

Pilon had always been 
artistic: She drew, sewed 
and had painted a huge 
mural on her son’s bed¬ 
room wall. 


Pilon did well right away. 
Staff from Arslanian Cut¬ 
ting Works came in weekly 
to look over the students’ 
work, and liked Pilon’s so 
much she was hired before 
completing the four-month 
course. 

Once on the job, Pilon be¬ 
gan a three-year apprentice¬ 
ship under a master cutter, 
then wrote an exam to be 
fully certified. 

She only works on dia¬ 
monds that have already 
been through several stages 
and tradespeople, includ¬ 
ing a marker who marks 
where a stone will be 
cleaved into two (as most 
rough diamonds yield two 
stones), a sawer who cuts it 
and a bruter who creates 
the round shape of the 
stone. 

“My job is to make it as 
pure and clear as possible,” 
says Pilon. Using her wheel 
— which looks like a 
turntable — and holding 
the diamond in a tool called 
a tang that can be adjusted 
to get the angles perfect, 
she “blocks” the stone by 
creating eight facets on the 
top and eight on the bot¬ 
tom of the diamond. 


The Lowdown 


Job title: Diamond cutter 
Salary: $ 100,000 plus 
Education/training: Three- 
year apprenticeship and pass¬ 
ing an exam 

Best Part of the Job: “Taking 
something that's possibly 3-2 
billion years old and possibly 
creating a masterpiece for 
someone to pass down for 
generations." 

Worst Part of the Job: "Hav¬ 
ing to give them away.” 

Pilon then moves on to 
brillianteering, which in¬ 
volves cutting 57 tiny, per¬ 
fect facets. 

The work is tedious and 
dirty: Pilon is covered with 
carbon at the end of the day 
and showers as soon as she 
gets home. It’s also stress¬ 
ful. 

Overcutting lowers the 
value of the diamond, and 
making too many mistakes 
can mean you’ll soon be 
working on less valuable 
stones.

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Recent study says 
hiring on the rise 



Get ready for some hiring. A recent survey says more executives 
plan to hire than fire this year. 


With all eyes focused on job 
creation, a new survey that 
tracks professional 
employment offers a bit of 
good news for the upcoming 
quarter. 

Ten per cent of executives 
interviewed for The Robert 
Half Professional Employ¬ 
ment Report said they plan 
to increase the number of 
full-time employees in pro¬ 
fessional occupations in the 
second quarter, and six per 
cent anticipate declines.

• The legal field is expect¬ 
ed to see the strongest hir¬ 
ing activity, with a net 26 
per cent of respondents ex¬ 
pecting to increase staff lev¬ 
els. 

• Nearly four in 10 execu¬ 
tives (37 per cent) said it is 


challenging to find skilled 
professionals today. 

Max Messmer, chairman 
and CEO of Robert Half In¬ 
ternational, noted that the 
second-quarter projections 
may indicate companies are 
cautiously rebuilding. 
“Many firms, especially 
those that found they cut 
staff too aggressively during 
the worst of the recession, 
may need to add personnel 
at the first sign of a pickup 
in business,” he said.

Formerly shy Facinelli now a 
star on big and little screens 



Early on in their careers, 
many actors question 
whether their dreams to 
be in show business are 
realistic goals. For 
Twilight actor Peter 
Facinelli, that internal 
struggle came when he 
was about eight. 

“I was just really shy, 
and there was one part of 
my brain saying, ‘You 
should go be an actor’ and 
the other part of my brain 
going, ‘You’re really nuts 
because I can’t even stand 
in the lunch line in school 
because I’m afraid of peo¬ 
ple’,” he recalls. 

But his artistic side over¬ 
took his practical one. He 
ended up studying theatre 
at New York University 
and now not only stars in 
the white-hot Twilight 
movie series, but has also 
won acclaim for his sup¬ 
porting role as Dr. Fitch 
Cooper on the Showtime 
cable network’s Nurse 
Jackie. 

The dark comedy, which 
had its second season pre¬ 
miere in the U.S. last week, 
was the most-watched new 
series in Showtime’s histo¬ 
ry when it debuted last 
year. 

“I’m a fan of the show. I 
love watching these char¬ 
acters and how they all in¬ 
teract ... and to see how

Facinelli said. 

Edie Falco stars as nurse 
Jackie Peyton, a drug ad¬ 
dict who is both unethical 
on the job and in her mar¬ 
riage.

With steady 
projects on his 
resume, 

Facinelli, 36, is 
capitalizing on 
his success by 
writing 
movies. He’s 
penned the TV- 
film Mulligan, 
which will star 
is wife, former 
Beverly Hills 
90210 actress 
Jennie Garth. 

“I finished 
writing it and 
then she read 
it and said, 

‘Hey if you 
ever make 
this I want 
play this.’ And 
I said, ‘We’ll 
see. Maybe 
you’ll come 
in and audi¬ 
tion for it,” 

Facinelli said' 
with a laugh. 

He also 

wrote and will 
star in the ro¬ 
mantic comedy 

Loosies, about a pickpock¬ 
et in New York who has 
commitment issues and 
learns from a one-night 
stand that he’s a father-to- 
be. And he’ll star in the 
biopic Paz, based on the 
life of boxer Vinny Pazien- 
ze. 

Facinelli has become a 
popular face in Hollywood, 
and he has more than 1.5 
million followers on Twit¬ 
ter to prove it.

creams in Michael 
Jackson’s home 
after the singer’s 
death, search war¬ 
rants unsealed 
Friday show. 

Investigators 
went to Jackson’s 
rented mansion 
June 29 following a 
lengthy interview 
with his personal 
physician, Dr. Con¬ 
rad Murray, who 
told them he had 
placed a medical 
bag in a cupboard in 
a closet. 

At the home, de¬ 
tectives found 11 
containers of the 
powerful anesthetic 
propofol, some of 
them empty, as well 
as a range of seda¬ 
tives and various 
medical items in¬ 
cluding a box of 
blood pressure 
cuffs, according to 
the warrants, which 
were redacted and 
unsealed after The 
Associated Press 
filed a legal motion. 
Jackson’s June 25 
death at age 50 
was ruled a 
homicide 
caused by an 
overdose of propo¬ 
fol and other 
sedatives. Mur¬ 
ray has pleaded 
not guilty to in¬ 
voluntary 


manslaughter. During 
their search, detectives 
found 19 tubes of hydro- 
quinone and 18 tubes of 
Benoquin, both of which 
are commonly used in the 
treatment of a skin condi¬ 
tion Jackson had called vi¬ 
tiligo. The disease creates 
patches of de-pigmented 
skin, and creams can be 
used to lighten skin that 
has retained its colour to 
give a more even appear¬ 
ance. 

“Some people with vitili¬ 
go get to the point where 
there is so much of them 
that is pale, it makes more 
sense to remove the bits 
that are brown,” said Dr. 
David Sawcer, assistant 
professor of clinical der¬ 
matology at the University 
of Southern California. 

Benoquin is derived 
from hydroquinone. 
Though the creams can be 
used at the same time, it is 
unusual to do so, Sawcer 
said. The medications typi¬ 
cally come in travel-tooth¬ 
paste-sized tubes and each 
treatment usually lasts a 
few months. Side effects 
include acute sensitivity to 
the sun. 

“In the places they have 
no pigment, they are ex¬ 
actly like an albino,” Saw¬ 
cer said. 

The skin cream was not 
listed as a factor in Jack¬ 
son’s death nor was it de¬ 
tected in a toxicology re¬ 
port. What killed Jackson, 
according to the autopsy 
report, was an overdose of 
propofol, an anesthetic 
normally used for surgery.

Cusack talked with The 
Associated Press about

Wyrd Sisters, Warner settle Potter suit 


Spy novelist Le Carre 
caught on documentary 


legal Five years after it 
started, a legal battle that 
threatened to derail one of 
the Harry Potter movies 
and stirred up a cauldron 
of anger among fans has 
ended quietly, shrouded in 
the kind of mystery befit¬ 
ting a wizard. 

A $40-million lawsuit 
launched by The Wyrd Sis¬ 
ters, a little-lcnown Win¬ 
nipeg folk group, has been 
settled out of court, repre¬ 
sentatives for both sides 
confirmed to The Canadian 
Press. However, the settle¬ 
ment is subject to a confi¬ 
dentiality clause that pre¬ 
vents either side from re¬ 
vealing what, if any, money 
has changed hands. 

The Wyrd Sisters tried to 
block the 2005 release of 
Harry Potter and The Gob¬ 
let of Fire when they found 
out that the movie, like the 
book on which it is based, 
was to feature a rock group 


called either The Weird Sis¬ 
ters or The Wyrd Sisters. 

Kim Baryluk, the group’s 
founder and only consis¬ 
tent member, sued for $40 
million, and asked an On¬ 
tario court to block the re¬ 
lease of the movie across 
Canada. She also asked the 
judge to force Warner Bros, 
to destroy any DVD, com¬ 
pact disc, video game and 
other paraphernalia that 
contained references to the 
music group. 

Warner Bros, fought 
back, saying it had re¬ 
moved any reference to the 
band’s name from the 
movie, and had offered 
Baryluk $5,000 for use of 
the name. 

Ontario Superior Court 
Justice Colin Campbell re¬ 
jected Barylulc’s request to 
block the movie, and or¬ 
dered her to pay Warner 
Bros. $140,000 for the com¬ 
pany’s legal costs. The deci¬

sion set off years of appeals, 
as well as court battles be¬ 
tween Baryluk’s former 
lawyer, Campbell and other 
judges, whom the lawyer 
accused of acting inappro¬ 
priately. Those accusations 


were later deemed baseless, 
and Baryluk has since 
changed lawyers. 

While the settlement de¬ 
tails are unknown, DVDs of 
the movie and CDs of the 
soundtrack, continue to be 
available. 

The lawsuit was met 
with anger among Harry 
Potter fans and followers 
of British rock groups Ra¬ 
diohead and Pulp, whose 
members appeared in the 
film as the now-unnamed 
band. 

They accused Baryluk of 
seeking publicity and 
quick cash. They pointed 
out that references to 
Weird Sisters or Wyrd Sis¬ 
ters go back centuries, in¬ 
cluding three characters in 
Shakespeare’s Macbeth. 
But Baryluk said she was 
simply trying to protect a 
name she had spent 15 
years building.

“He comes very close to 
what one generally expects 
an English gentleman to 
be — humorous, self-dep¬ 
recating, restrained and 
both courteous and friend¬ 
ly to his guests,” the Ger¬ 
man filmmaker said in an 
interview. 

But getting le Carre — 


whose name is the nom de 
plume of David John 
Moore Cornwell — to con¬ 
sent to participate in the 
film took almost as much 
effort as fictitious spy han¬ 
dler George Smiley ex¬ 
pended in getting the noto¬ 
rious superagent Karla to 
defect. 

It took a year to get the 
78-year-old le Carre on 
board, Kohne says, because 
his previous experiences 
with the media had left a 
bad taste. 

Once le Carre signed on, 
he was “very constructive 
and co-operative,” Kohne 
said, but he did lay down a 
few ground rules. 

“He told us very frankly 
what he didn’t want: to ap¬ 
pear in the film as a fierce- 
looking man, standing in 
the rain in a loden coat.”

“We are not aiming at 
kids, but night in and night 
out, there will be a lot of 
programming that parents 
and children alike can be re¬ 
ally comfortable coming 
to,” he said. “We’re not do¬ 
ing this for cheap thrills.”

Two new series on WILD are 
Rebel Monkeys and Expedi¬ 


tion Wild with Casey Ander¬ 
son. 

Rebel Monkeys looks at a 
sacred gang of monkeys 
who live at the Galta Tem¬ 
ple in the Indian city of 
Jaipur.

Roasted Tomato, 
Pepper and 
Chorizo Soup 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 red onion, with skin, 
quartered 

2 red peppers, halved 
lengthwise 

4 plum tomatoes, halved 
2 garlic cloves, unpeeled 
2 cups chicken stock 
540 mL can red kidney 
beans, drained and rinsed 
100 g chorizo, chopped 
2 tsp balsamic vinegar 
1/3 cup fresh basil, torn 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high. 
Arrange onion, peppers 
and tomatoes on baking 
sheet, cut sides down, 
with garlic cloves. 

2. Cook vegetables 6-8 
minutes or until skins be¬ 
gin to blacken. Remove 
skins from onion, pepper 
and tomatoes, and 


squeeze garlic flesh from 
skins. 

3. Chop half of vegetables 
into small chunks and put 
remainder into blender 
with garlic flesh and 
stock. Process until 
smooth, then add to pot 
with chopped vegetables. 
Season soup with salt and 
ground black pepper. 

4. Bring soup to boil, stir¬ 
ring occasionally. Add 
beans, chorizo and 
balsamic vinegar, cover 
and simmer gently 2-3 
minutes. Toss basil into 
soup and serve.
